ment. A Constitutional Amendment
should be consideréd in a diflerent
light than a legislative enactment.
The one is, if adopted, permanent ; the
other temporary. The enactment can
be remedied if wrong, speedily ; the
Coustitution eannot be changed so
easily. Therefore, a reasonably good
Constitution, like ours, should not be
changed without grave reasons, and
those reasons ought to be considered
thoughtfully, carefully, ecandidly, de-
liberately and prudently—not in the
same manfier ns an ordinary political
campaign, with sophistry, fulse reason-
ing, trickery, excitement and appeal
to the passions and prejudices of the
people. Billingsgate, juvenile argu-
ments, vile epithets, dirty hand bills,
coffes and prayers, aud coutemptible
frauds are not the correct arguments to
employ in making or amending fun-
damentsl laws. Those who indulged
freely in that kind of arguments Lo
procure the adoption of the Prohibi-
tiom amendment, might perhaps, on
retlection, feel matisfied with their ac-
tion, if they had met with general op-
position. But, save in the cities, they
were not opposed, only by the ballot.
They et the vast expense, held all
the meetings, distributed all the liter-
ature, perpetrated all the frauds, snd
then the voters quietly and ecalmly
voted an emphatic condemnation,
witheut uttering ene word.
